•  LEROY  WALKER  -  Dr.  LeRoy  T.  Walker 
spent  most  of  his  life  as  a  pioneer  on  and  off  the 
athletic  field. 

Walker  came  to  N.C.  Central  in  1945,  intending 
to  spend  a  year  as  a  football,  basketball,  and  track 
coach;  instead,  he  spent  his  career  developing  a 
nationally  recognized  track  program. 

The  experience  finally  earned  him  the  head 
coaching  job  with  the  1976  U.S.  team  in  Montreal, 
where  the  Americans  won  1 9  medals  including  six 
gold  medals  and  world  records  by  Edwin  Moses  in 
the  400  hurdles  and  Bruce  Jenner  in  the  decathlon. 

By  the  time  his  active  coaching  career  ended  at 
NCCU,  Walker  had  coached  83  All-Americans, 
40  national  champions,  and  12  U.S.  Olympians. 


•  JOHN  MCLENDON  -  John  b 

McLendon  was  a  Kansas  native  and  a  pupil  of  Dr. 
James  Naismith,  the  man  who  invented  the  game 
of  basketball. 

McLendon  brought  big-time  college  basketball  to 
North  Carolina  before  there  was  an  ACC.  He 
arrived  at  North  Carolina  College  (later  called  N.C. 
Central)  in  1939  and  stayed  until  1952. 

He  is  credited  with  inventing  the  "Four  Corners" 
offense,  later  made  famous  by  fellow  Kansas 
native  Dean  Smith.

On  February  11th  and  12th,  NCCU  School  of  Law  hosted 
the  Region  IV,  National  Trial  Competition,  a  competition 
in  which  law  students  argue  cases  before  three  judges 
who  decide  which  team  presented  the  strongest  case.  In  2000, 
NCCU's  trial  advocacy  team  emerged  as  the  victors  of  this  i 

competition,  out  arguing  twenty  teams  from  law  schools  in 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  and 
Mississippi.  i^ 

Since  this  was  the  first  year  that  NCCU  had  hosted  this  compe-  | 

tition,  most  of  the  Law  School's  students  volunteered  to  help  ^ 

the  mock  trials  run  smoothly  by  serving  as  trial  witnesses  and  | 

bailiffs.  NCCU  Law  School  alumni  and  local  attorneys  served 
as  scoring  judges,  and  N.C.  District  and  Superior  Court  judges 
served  as  presiding  judges  for  the  trials.  The  competition  was 
held  at  the  Durham  County  Courthouse  so  that  the  competi- 
tors, witnesses,  and  bailiffs  could  experience  trial  practice  in  a 
true  courtroom  setting. 

NCCU's  winning  trial  advocacy  team  travelled  to  Dallas,  Texas 
to  compete  in  the  National  Finals  against  other  teams  from  law 
schools  across  the  United  States.

The  Human  Science  Department  has  a  new  program.  The  Hospitality  and 
Tourism  Program  began  in  January  of  1998  and  has  attracted  a  diverse 
population  of  students  including  students  from  Palestine,  Switzerland, 
Kenya,  Zimbabwe,  Liberia  and  Ghana.  The  program  is  committed  to  meeting 
the  needs  of  its  students  and  the  hospitality  industry  into  the  21st  century  by 
offering  afternoon,  evening  and  weekend  classes.  Through  the  Distance 
Education  program,  classes  can  be  offered  off-campus  as  well  as  technology- 
based  instruction  via  the  Internet. 

The  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Hospitality  and  Tourism  Administration  at 
North  Carolina  Central  University  is  a  professional  business  management  pro- 
gram. It  emphasizes  global  hospitality  and  tourism  and  prepares  effective 
business  managers  and  entrepreneurs  in  the  hotel,  foodservice,  marketing, 
recreation,  entertainment,  and  travel  and  tourism  industries.  Students  choos- 
ing hospitality  and  tourism  as  a  major  obtain  the  necessary  knowledge,  skills 
and  qualities  needed  to  be  an  effective  manager.  These  include  problem  solv- 
ing and  decision  making,  communication,  leadership  and  entrepreneurial 
skills. 

An  important  aspect  of  the  program  is  the  professional  work  experience  of 
1,000  hours  required  for  graduation.  The  work  experience  provides  hands-on 
training  and  exposure  to  the  four  sectors  of  the  industry;  lodging,  food  and 
beverage,  recreation  and  travel  and  tourism.  Students  put  theory  to  practice  in 
real  life  situations  in  running  and  operating  a  business.  Two  students  have 
completed  international  internships  in  Zimbabwe,  South  Africa  and  Amman, 
Jordan.  Other  opportunities  for  international  internships  are  being  explored. 

Students  participate  in  professional  meetings,  trade  shows  and  seminars 
designed  to  expose  them  to  hospitality  leaders  and  provide  opportunities  for 
networking.

The  Seal  of  the  National

In  1923  the  state  of  North  Carolina 
purchased  the  school. 


In  fewer  than  ten  years.  North  Carolina  Central 
University  will  celebrate  its  first  century  of  inno- 
vative educational,  social,  and  cultural  leader- 
ship in  Durham,  the  state,  and  the  nation.  The 
institution  was  founded  as  the  National  Religious 
Training  School  and  Chautauqua,  in  1910,  by  the  late 
Dr.  James  Edward  Shepard.  During  the  thirty-seven- 
years  that  Dr.  Shepard  was  president,  he  witnessed  the 
evolution  of  the  institution  from  a  private  training 
school  to  a  state-supported  college,  and  he  understood 
that,  in  large  measure,  the  school  continued  to  fulfill 
its  mission:  the  institution  provided  opportimities 
where  there  might  otherwise  have  been  none  and 
helped  countless  students  develop  to  their  fullest 
potential.  Yet  the  insdtution  experienced  many  grow- 
ing pains.  Dr  Shepard  lived  to  see  the  school  undergo 
four  changes  in  organization  and  in  name. 


In  1915  the  school  was  sold  for  indebtedness 
and  reorganized  as  the  National  Training 
School,  Incorporated.

By  1925,  the  State  had  approved  the  institu- 
tion as  a  four-year  liberal  arts  college. 
North  Carolina  College  for  Negroes,  the 
first  liberal  arts  institution  in  the  nation  for 
African  Americans.

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During  the  1930's  and  40's,  Dr.  Shepard  led  North  Carolina 
College  through  several  stages  of  dynamic  growth,  including 
the  addition  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in 
1939,  the  School  of  Law  in  1940,  and  the  School  of  Library 
Science  in  1941. 

Before  his  death  on  October  6,  1947,  Dr  Shepard  presided 


over  yet  another  name  change  to  North  Carolina  College  at 
Durham,  an  accredited  insHtution  of  higher  education.  By 
then,  the  College  had  earned  a  sterling  reputation  which 
attracted  some  of  the  nation's  finest  faculty  and  most  gifted 
African  American  students,  and  which  continued  to  develop 
many  distinguished  alumni.

During  the  four  decades  following 
Dr  Shepard's  death,  the  institution  was  guided  by 
Dr  Alfonso  A.  Elder  (1948-1963),  Dr  Samuel  P.  Massie 
(1963-1966),  Dr  Albert  N.  Whiting  (1967-1983),  Dr. 
LeRoy  T.  Walker  (1983-1986),  Dr.  Tyronza  R. 
Richmond  (1986-1991),  and  Dr  Donna  J.  Benson 
(1992).  During  each  administration,  the  school 
advanced  significantly:  graduate  and  professional 
education  flourished  through  additions  of  several 
Master's  degree  programs  and  the  Sixth  Year 
Professional  education  curriculum  leading  to  the 
Advanced  Principal's  and  Supervisor's  Certificate. 
Undergraduate  programs  were  also  enhanced;  and 
extensive  building  programs  were  realized. 

From  1952  to  1963,  NCC  was  authorized  to  award 
the  Ph.D.  degree  in  education.  In  1969,  NCC  was  des- 
ignated a  regional  university  by  tlie  Legislature  and 
renamed  North  Carolina  Central  University. 


In  1972,  upon  becoming  one  of  the  sixteen 
constiti.ient  institutions  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  System,  NCCU  estab- 
lished itself  as  a  comprehensive  university 
dedicated  to  maintaining  and  enhancing  its 
role  as  a  leader  in  the  liberal  arts  and  the 
professions.

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2000  CIAA  TOURNAMENT  DEDICATED  TO  JOHN  B.  McLENDON 

Hall  of  Fame  Renamed  in  his  Honor 

Hampton,  VA  —  The  CIAA  Tournament  moved  to  Raleigh  which  brought  about  many  changes.  In  addition  to  the  new  state  of  the  art 
arena,  expanded  hotel  allotment  and  added  night  life,  the  55  th  Anniversary  Tournament  was  dedicated  in  honor  of  the  legendary  late 
John  B.  McLendon,  co-founder  of  the  CIAA  Basketball  Tournament. 

McLendon,  known  to  many  as  "Mr  Basketball",  passed  away  in  October  of  last  year  Ironically,  his  passing  superceded  a  milestone  in 
CIAA  history  -  the  first  tournament  of  the  millennium  and  the  tournament's  55th  anniversary.  Over  a  third  of  McLendon's  life  is 
inscribed  in  the  annals  of  CIAA  History  Coaching  N.C.  Central  University  from  1941-1952,  McClendon  won  either  the  CIAA  tourna- 
ment or  visitation  championships  for  N.C.  Central  in  1941,  1946,1947,  1949,  1950  and  1951.  The  founding  tournament  fathers 
(McClendon,  John  Burr,  Talmadge  Hill,  and  Harry  Jefferson)  would  be  proud  to  know  that  the  tournament  they  birthed  in  March  1946 
at  Turner's  Arena  in  Washington,  DC  in  the  presence  of  3,000  fans  grew  to  one  of  the  premier  African-American  events  on  the  East 
Coast.  The  tournament  has  showcased  the  athletic  prowess  and  talents  of  the  best  in  Division  II  Black  College  basketball.  "It  is  an  honor 
to  pay  tribute  to  such  an  esteemed  individual  as  "Coach  Mac".  We  are  working  hard  to  illustrate  the  impact  he  had  on  this  conference," 
explained  CIAA  Coordinator  of  Event  Planning,  Tonia  Walker  "His  foresight  many  years  ago  paved  the  way  for  the  athletes  to  be 
recognized  at  such  a  paramount  event.

Lennon  Delivered  Stirring  Founder's  Day  Speech 

Thelma  Cumbo  Lennon  —  NCCU  alumna:  distinguished  educator;  and  wife  of  NCCU's  former  Dean  of  Men, 
Joiin  Lennon — reminded  an  enthusiastic  audience  of  Eagles  that  Dr.  Shepard's  character  and  vision  are  viable 
as  ever  in  the  life  of  this  university  and  the  people  it  serves.  Lennon,  who  witnessed  Dr.  Shepard's  "indomitable 
spirit"  first-hand  when  she  was  an  undergraduate,  said  that  "before  it  was  'politically  correct'  to  advocate  open- 
ly for  equal  opportunity.. .Dr.  Shepard  initiated  communication  with  opposing  forces  and  unsympathetic  audi- 
ences, and  influenced  them  to  become  partners  in  the  pursuit  of  his  vision."  She  also  stated  that  "...even  today, 
the  forces  that  made  it  necessary  to  establish  this  institution  are  ever  present  and  widespread."  Looking  to  the 
future,  she  warned  that  the  biggest  challenge  facing  students  and  our  nation's  leaders  is  "not  to  be  seduced  by 
the  surface  plausibility  [of  the  easily-acquired  facts  on  the  internet],  and  to  find  a  way  by  which  the  time  that  is 
freed  by  the  availability  of  computers  and  technology  leads  to  a  deepening  of  understanding  rather  than  to  an 
enhancement  of  political  demagoguery."  She  closed  her  remarks  by  challenging  the  audience  to  act  in  ways 
which  could  be  praised  beginning  with  the  words  "Dr.  Shepard  would  be  very  proud." 


NCCU  Awarded  $466,000  Grant 

The  US  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  awarded  NCCU  nearly  half  a  million  dollars  to  revi- 
talize and  jump-start  the  once  bustling  community  surrounding  the  university.  NCCU — teamed  with  the  Eagle 
Village  Community  Development  Corporation,  the  Durham  Housing  Authority,  the  City  of  Durham,  and  neigh- 
borhood leaders  and  civic  groups — mobilized  students,  faculty,  and  staff  to  work  on  projects  designed  to  restore 
the  once-swarming  businesses  and  beautiful  neighborhoods  of  South  Central  Durham. 


NCCU  Foundation  Director  Mourned 

Sylvia  Sharpe,  executive  director  of  the  foundation  which  raises  money  for  NCCU  and  student  scholarships, 
died  from  cancer-related  complications  at  age  56.  An  NCCU  cum  laude  graduate  in  chemistry,  Sharpe  became 
a  senior  manager  for  IBM  as  well  as  a  financial  planner  during  her  25-year  career.  An  active  alumna  in  the 
NCCU  community  since  the  1960's  (including  the  stint  in  NCCU's  Office  of  Development),  Shape  was  named 
executive  director  of  the  foundation  when  she  retired  in  1996.  During  her  tenure,  she  more  than  doubled  the 
foundation's  assets  from  $2.2  to  $5.5  million. 


Hundreds  Marched  for  Unity  and  Justice  in  Y2K 

Timothy  Peterkin,  president  of  NCCU's  chapter  of  the  NAACP,  led  over  200  marchers  in  a  sprit  lifting  "Strength 
and  Unity  for  the  21st  Century"  march  (which  also  included  students  from  UNC-CH  and  Elon  plus  civic  group 
members)  on  November  13,  1999.  The  march,  part  of  a  nationwide  effort,  was  designed  to  "show  the  commu- 
nity that  we  support  our  youth  and  to  raise  consciousness...,"  said  Peterkin.  Shaneka  Douglas,  vice  president 
of  NCCU's  NAACP  chapter,  spoke  to  marchers  about  the  importance  of  higher  education  as  well  as  challenges 
facing  HBCU's.  Douglas  characterized  the  march  as  "productive";  another  participant  claimed  it  was  a  way  of 
showing  "I  will  not  be  known  as  a  casualty  of  the  20th  century." 
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Year-In-Review:  1999-2000 


NCCU  and  Duke  Convocations:  A  Study  in  Have  and  Have  Not 

Duke  University  President  Nan  Keohane  presented  an  upbeat  speech  to  students  at  the  year's  convocation  cer- 
emony, while  NCCU's  Chancellor  Julius  Chambers'  address  was  emotional  and  troubled.  Keohane  boasted  of 
the  most  gifted  class  of  freshmen  in  the  prestigious  university's  history,  as  Chambers  focused  on  the  blatantly 
unfair  and  outdated  funding  formula  for  distributing  state  aid  to  UNC  system  universities.  Chambers  noted  that 
the  cuiTent  formula  benefits  larger,  more  wealthy  universities  like  UNC-CH,  placing  the  future  of  smaller  uni- 
versities like  NCCU  in  jeopardy.  The  contrast  between  what  a  well  funded  institution  like  Duke  and  an  histor- 
ically under-funded  university  like  NCCU  can  accomplish  was  apparent  across  the  board,  from  faculty  salaries 
to  facilities.  Chambers,  who  has  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  life  fighting  injustice,  argued  that  there  was  sim- 
ply no  way  NCCU  could  "reach  for  the  stars"  without  equitable  funding. 


"Digital  Divide"  A  Matter  of  Growing  Concern 

On  October  27,  1999,  fifty  NCCU  students  participated  in  an  HBCU  teleconference  which  explored  the  low 
numbers  of  minority  participation  in  the  technology  revolution.  Student  participants  from  communications 
scholar  Juliet  Storr's  Media  and  Society  course  were  treated  to  a  discussion  by  a  panel  of  experts  (including  FCC 
Chairman  William  Kennard;  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson,  Sr.;  Bell  Atlantic  CEO  Sherry  Bellamy;  and  Howard 
University's  Chair  of  Radio  and  Film,  Bill  Duke)  who  talked  about  how  to  finance  computer  technology  and 
conduct  business  digitally.  Other  universities  which  participated  in  the  conference  were  Florida  A&M,  Howard 
University,  NC  A&T,  and  Xavier. 


Legislator  Micheaux  Urged  Students  to  Vote 

On  November  4,  Representative  Henry  Micheaux  (eleven-term  legislator  in  NC  General  Assembly  and  NCCU 
alumnus)  addressed  students  at  the  Freshman  Forum.  Micheaux — who  played  a  major  role  in  helping  NCCU 
finance  the  building  of  the  BBRI,  the  new  education  building,  and  the  new  residence  halls — pointed  out  that  the 
quality  of  life  at  NCCU  depends  on  the  politicians  voters  place  in  office.  He  brought  the  issue  home  by  stating 
that  NCCU  was  slated  to  receive  $142  million,  its  fair  share  of  a  $6.9  billion  bond,  if  enough  political  pressure 
were  applied.  He  concluded,  "You  can  go  out  and  complain.  You  can  always  be  part  of  the  problem,  but  you 
shirk  your  duty  when  you  refuse  to  become  a  solution  to  the  problem.  And  that  solution  is  very  simple — do  your 
civic  duty.  Vote." 


Hurricane  Floyd  Scarred  Eastern  North  Carolina  and  Fostered  Genuine  Neighborliness 

Leaving  many  uninsured  people  homeless.  Hurricane  Floyd  inflicted  deep  psychological  and  economic  wounds 
on  our  neighbors  in  the  eastern  part  of  North  Carolina  with  its  devastating  September  rains.  It  severely  inter- 
rupted school  attendance  and  business  operations,  killed  at  least  fifty  people,  and  filled  swollen  rivers  with  car- 
casses of  dead  animals  and  other  pollutants.  Despite  the  carnage  and  difficult  conditions,  volunteers  from  all 
over  the  state  risked  their  lives  to  help  in  the  clean-up  effort.  NCCU  students  took  an  active  part  in  volunteer 
activities.

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John  Blance  McLendon 


J  1915-1999 

ohn  McLendon,  one  of  the  great  advocates  of  basketball  and  adversaries  of  racism,  passed  on  in  October,  1999. 
Nonetheless,  his  legacy  and  contributions  both  on  and  off  the  court  will  not  soon  be  forgotten.  McLendon  was  a  coach 
at  North  Carolina  Central  from  1940  to  1952.  He  was  a  co-founder  of  the  ClAA  tournament  in  1945,  and  soon  after  he 
led  the  Eagles  to  their  first  championship. 

McLendon's  career  is  long  and  distinguished,  spanning  almost  40  years  as  a  head 
coach.  With  a  fitting  beginning  at  Kansas  University  as  a  pupil  of  Dr.  James 
Naismith,  the  inventor  of  the  game  of  basketball,  McLendon  went  on  to 
become  the  first  black  coach  inducted  into  the  Naismith  Basketball  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1978.  He  is  also  a  member  of  seven  other  Halls  of  Fame.  Coach 
Mac,  as  he  was  affectionately  called,  was  a  man  of  high  moral  stan- 
dards and  let  this  show  through  all  of  his  accomplishments.  Dunng 
spring,  1944,  Coach  Mac  secretly  organized  an  interracial  basketball 
game  between  the  Eagles  of  NC  Central  and  the  Blue  Devils  ot 
Duke.  He  was  also  a  founding  member  of  the  National  Athletic 
Steering  Committee  which  helped  devise  strategies  to  combat  segre- 
gation and  discrimination,  especially  within  the  world  of  sports  In 
1950,  Coach  Mac  escorted  Earl  Lloyd  and  Harold  Hunter  to  the  tr\- 
outs  for  the  Washington  Caps.  These  men  became  the  first  blacks  to 
sign  professional  basketball  contracts.  After  leaving  Central, 
McLendon  went  on  to  Tennessee  State,  where  he  led  that  team  to  three 
consecutive  NAIA  championships,  from  1957  to  1959.  In  1960,  he  coached 
team  of  amateurs  to  an  upset  over  the  US  Olympic  team,  a  feat  that  has  not 
been  repeated.  The  very  next  year.  Coach  Mac  became  the  first  black  to  coach  m 
what  would  become  the  NBA  when  he  took  over  the  Cleveland  Pipers,  prompth 
leading  them  to  a  league  title.  In  1969,  he  continued  his  groundbreaking 
career  by  becoming  the  coach  of  the  Denver  Rockets.  Coach  Mac's  list  ot 
achievements  goes  on  and  on. 

John  McLendon's  contributions  to  the  game  of  basketball  are  immeasura- 
ble, but  even  these  incredible  statistics  do  not  tell  of  the  man  and  his 
mission.  One  of  the  achievements  Coach  Mac  was  most  proud  of  was 
the  fact  that  in  34  years  of  coaching,  he  never  received  one  technical  foul 
He  also  never  lost  his  integrity  and  always  sought  justice.  In  1954, 
McLendon  refused  to  bring  his  Tennessee  State  team  to  the  NAIA  tourna- 
ment in  Kansas 

unless  thev  were  allowed  to  stav  in  the  same  downtown 

hotels  as  the  white  teams  were.  He  fought  for  what  was 

right.  Coach  Mac  worked  hard  conducting  clinics  through- 
out the  world  and  spreading  goodwill  through  the  game  he 

loved.  The  lessons  that  McLendon  taught  can  still  be 

learned  today.  John  McLendon's  history  is  North  Carolina 

Central's  history.  It  is  a  proud  one  that  should  not  be 

forgotten.  As  we  move  into  the  next  century,  we  must  carry 

the  example  of  Coach  Mac  in  our  hearts  and  see  to  it  that 

his  legacy  lives  on.
